In a press release Issued by 
the Association, Brassard was 
called a man of character and 
congratulated on his work for 
the disabled and the elderly.

Even with the In¬ 
clusion of the new area. 
Brassard was uncontested In 
his bid and was praised by the 
members of his Association for 
his work as MI.A since 1986.

Wlldrose constituents will get 
a chance to discuss crime and 
punishment this week at a Jus¬ 
tice forum being sponsored by 
the federal Reform Party. 

The fomm will features such 
speakers as former Alberta 
Crown Prosecutor Scott Newark, 
now head of the crime victims 
advocacy group Canadian Re¬ 
source Centre for Victims of 
Crime, and Preston Manning, 
leader of the Reform Party. 

Wlldrose Reform Party can¬ 
didate Myron Thompson said 
the forum will be a chance for 
Interested constituents to learn 
more about reforms to the Jus¬ 
tice system his party and other 
groups have been publicly de¬ 
manding over the past few years. 

“This should be a good forum 
because It deals with Judicial 
reform and that Is one of the 3 


key areas of reform the party 
stands for." he said. “I person¬ 
ally have always been In favor of 
tougher stands on crime.” 

Thompson said Newark, 
who’s Job Is paid for by the Ca¬ 
nadian Police Association. Is lob¬ 
bying the government for sev¬ 
eral changes to the Justice sys¬ 
tem. Among them are changes 
to parole supervision, early pa¬ 
role. criminal rehabilitation 
practises, and parole hearing 
procedures. Newark also wants 
Increased rights given to vic¬ 
tims of crime and their families. 

But while the forum Is basi¬ 
cally a stage for the party to 


voice their own stand on Judicial 
reform. Thompson said the event 
will not be one sided. 


"Weare golngto have Calgary 
defence attorney Larry Ross 
there as well,” he said. Ross will 


speak against the type of re¬ 
forms Newark and the Centre 
advocate. 

Thompson said the audience 
will also get the chance to par¬ 
ticipate In the discussion. A 
question and answer period will 
be held alter the speakers. 

The forum will be held Thurs¬ 
day, April 1 at the Bert Church 
High School Theatre In Airdrie 
at 7:30 pm.

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School crime watch 
being considered

The Parents Advisory Com¬ 
mittee at the Dldsbury High 
Sehtxrl are being asked to con¬ 
sider a school crime watch pro¬ 
gram to help combat the grow¬ 
ing Incidence of vandalism. 

County of Mountain View 
School Board Trustee Deborah 
Cousins said she has asked the 
PAC to consider the program at 
the school because of the In¬ 
crease In crime and violence 
occurring at t he high school and 
at other schools around Iheprov- 
Ince. 

"We held a regional parent 
advisory meeting where the par¬ 
ents listed all of their concerns," 
Cousins said. “Regionally, the 
primary concern was the In¬ 
crease In crime and violence. 
This Is a national problem and 
Dldsbury's problem is minus¬ 
cule In comparison, but this kind 
of program Is preventative and 
hopefully we can slop II from 
becoming as bad (as In other 
centres).” 

The program Idea comes from 
a pilot project run In Calgary 
over the last 1 1 /2 years. Cous¬ 
ins said the project has Iroen 
run in Ixird Beaverbrook High 
School with some very positive 
results. 

"The whole basis of It Is pride 
In the school." she said. “Par¬ 
ents and students get Involved 
in crime prevention and a whole 
number of other positive results 
have occurred as well. They 
found that the schtxrl Is cleaner, 
the sports events are better at¬ 
tended and students grades 
have been Improving." 

Cousins said the school board 
is not Involved In the set up of 
the program, the crime watch 


Idea was Just presented to the 
PAC in the hopes that they may 
get Involved and set up a pro¬ 
gram themselves. 

"I hope that there will be fur¬ 
ther discussion on this at the 
next meeting.” she said. "But It 
Is In their hands. It's up to them 
todo something If they want to." 

But while Cousins Is hoping 
the PAC gets Involved In helping 
to solve the problem, the school 
Ixrard has not been Idle on the 
Issue either. County Commis¬ 
sioner 1 lerman Epp said alarm 
systems totalling $22,000 are 
expected to be Installed In both 
the Dldsbury High School and 
the Ross Ford Elementary School 
over the next few months. 

"We had budgeted In 1992/ 
93 to install alarms In 3 schools,” 
he said. "But because of tight 
finances we put 2 schools off 
and only Installed one In I high 
Sutherland School. Then we had 
a rash of break-ins (at the two 
schcxrls) and had to release the 
funds." 

Cousins said she Is hopeful 
the alarm systems and theerea- 
lion of the town’s urban crime 
watch program will help reduce 
the Incidence of vandalism to 
the schools, but also hopes the 
parents will seriously consider 
t he school crime watch program 
as well. 

“I think things would go re¬ 
ally well If the two crime watch 
programs could work together,” 
she said. “But we will have to 
see what the parents want to 
do." 

The next Parents Advisory 
Committee meeting will be held 
April 12.

The issue of the Peak Theatre Players ehanee to compete in 
a national one act play competition in Newfoundland has 
raised some interesting controversy over arts funding. 

Peak has been chosen as Alberta’s representative of the 
theatre arts for a national competition. It is an accomplish¬ 
ment the entire county should be very proud of considering 
the input of talent from every community in Mountain View, 
but something many people would say is not worth extra tax 
dollars. 

Spending tax dollars on something like the arts is a subject 
that comes up every time budgets get tight and cut backs are 
threatened. The arts are an area some consider to be luxuri¬ 
ous, non-essential and therefore worthy of dumping in the 
name of budget balancing. 

But is that true? On the surface, art s groups like Peak may 
seem like a luxury, but they are really no different than 
festivals or hockey tournaments in terms of bringing tax 
dollars to their communities through tourism. They are a 
source of pride in rural communities, especially when they 
win awards and get the chance to strut iheirstuffforthe major 
urban centres who tend to think themselves better by virtue 
of their geographical location. They give local talent a place to 
express themselves, and just because they exist, it can be 
argued that they help to keep smaller communities alive and 
vibrant, a drawing card for businesses and new families. 
Didsbury’s own artistic community is part of the reason we 
are in the process of twinning with a town in Japan and some 
sort of economic spin offs, be it tourism or other, are expected 
as a result. 

Our new provincial administration is not one you might 
think has a great appreciation for the arts programs which 
have become such a large part of the cultural life in rural 
communities. Their deficit cutting tools are getting closer and 
closer to the lifeblood of these small arts groups. It may be a 
death kn«ll for these groups unless we speak out, tell the 
government about the worth of groups like Peak and all the 
others in this county. 

And if you need more convincing, all you have to do is look 
at Rosebud, a town dead in the water until their drama school 
and dinner theatre put them on the map. 

And if you feel you have to argue that things are so bad that 
we need to make cut backs everywhere, you should ask the 
provincial government why they arc willing to spend $50,000 
to sponsor a national hockey tournament and not $6000 to 
sponsor an Alberta participant in a different sort of national 
competition. Certainly they don’t have any biases, right?

Financial parity requested for women 

Dear Editor: 

With some discouragement I 
have read many times over the 
years that women make up over 
half of the world’s population, 
account for two-thirds of its la¬ 
bour but own only one percent 
of its material goods. 

This discourages me on many 
fronts but primarily because 
there Is an underlying tone to 
such statistics which conjures 
up Images of women who don’t 
have the smarts to own their 
own business or property. Not 
true. 

Laws that prohibit women 
from owning property and fi¬ 
nancial practices that prohibit 
women from obtaining credit, 
often bar women from possess¬ 
ing property, reaching execu¬ 
tive positions of decision-mak¬ 
ing power and from occupying 
seats In world governments. One 
of the most universal hurdles 
that women face is access to 
credit. I have met with women 


from many different cultures 
and it Is absolutely remarkable 
what women are able to achieve 
when given access to credit and 
to training. In southern Bangla¬ 
desh for instance, 14.000 
women are participating in a 
credit and savings program 
which makes available training 
and small loans to start up vil¬ 
lage enterprises. To date not 
one woman has defaulted on 
her loan: as a result the project 
has over $00,000 worth of lend¬ 
ing capital. This is not a new 
Idea for sure but it lsan effective 
one. 

In fact women themselves say 
that fairer access to financial 
Institutions Is at the top of their 
list of concerns. A recent report 
from the Canadian Federal Busi¬ 
ness Development Bank lists 
this as the major problem among 
Canadian women business own¬ 
ers. The report notes there has

Today AGT Ltd. Is Canada’s 
third largest telephone company 
providing telecommunication 
products and services In Alberta 
and transmitting voice data In 
video communications through¬ 
out the province. It Is federally 
regulated by the Canadian Ra¬ 
dio Television Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission (C.R.T.C.). 

When people ask me what 
the Increase would be. I phoned 
AGT and It would appear that 
the rate adjustments will result

On February 22nd. 1993.

Old Age Security 
Pensions going up in 
April 


retroactive payments to April 1 
will be paid after processing. 

The Old Age Security Act pro¬ 
vides for benefit Increases every 
three months by a factor based 
on Increases In the Consumer 
Price Index (CPI). Statistics 
Canada's cost-of-living measure. 


The new rate for the federal 
Old Age Security pension, paid 
to people 65 years old and over, 
will be $381.60 per month from 
April to June 1993. This Is an 
increase of $2.65 per month 
over the previous quarter. 

Other benefits will also In¬ 
crease for the April to June 1993 
period. The maximum Guaran¬ 
teed Income Supplemtnt (GIS) 
will Increase to $453.49 (from 
$450.34) per month for A single 
person and for a married per¬ 
son whose spouse does not re¬ 
ceive tjie Old Age Security pen¬ 
sion or a Sjxmse's Allowance. 
For each married person whose 
spouse also receives an Old Age 
Security pension and for a mar¬ 
ried person whose spouse re¬ 
ceives a Spouse's Allowance. the 
maximum will Increase to 
$295.39 (from $293.34) per 
month. 

The maximum Spouse’s Al¬ 
lowance (SPA), paid to people 
between 60 and 64 with a lim¬ 
ited Income who are married to 
GIS recipients, will be $676.99 
(up from $672.29) per month. 

The maximum Widowed 
Spouse's Allowance (WSPA). 
paid only to low-income wid¬ 
owed persons aged 60 to 64 who 
reside In Canada and meet the 
basic residence requirements, 
will be $747.39 (up from 
$742.20) per month. 

Benefit amounts for GIS. SPA 
and WSPA vary according to the 
recipient's Income during the 
previous year. Recipients ol the 
GIS. SPA and WSPA must 
resubmit thclrannlk atlo nseach 
year. Applications must be re¬ 
turned by March 31 to avoid 
any Interruption In benefits. If 
applications are received and 
approved after I he end of March.

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Canada tops the world 
in waste 


When It comes to general lang 
garbage. Canada out performs 
all other countries In the Indus¬ 
trialized world. That, according 
to PITCH IN CANADA, organiz¬ 
ers of PITCH IN WEEK to be 
held May 3-9, is not a source of 
pride. 

A study conducted by Wash¬ 
ington Analysis Corporation for 
the Canadian Connell of Minis¬ 
ters of Environment reports I hat 
each Canadian produces an 
average of 1.7 kg of garbage a 
day. West Germans, the Swiss 
and Dutch produce less than 
1.5 kg and the British. Japa¬ 
nese and Swedes produce less 
than 1 kg a day. 

The volume of garbage gener¬ 
ated Is causing a disposal crisis 
In many areas of Canada. Even 
though It Is the largest country 
In the world, many of Canada's 
heavily populated areas are run¬ 
ning out of landfill space. 

"In some communities waste 
d Isposal costs have risen to more 
than $200 per tonne and. In 
some cases, waste Items have 
been banned from landfills all 
together," states Bette Ballhom. 
Chairman. PITCH-IN ALBEKTA 
who organize PITCH-IN WEEK 
which encourages grass roots 
action to eliminate waste and 
Utter. Funding for the campaign 
Is provided by Alberta Environ¬ 
ment . SAVE ON FOODS. NOVA 
Corporation of Alberta and local 
governments. 

The lack of landfill facilities, 
and a move by many communi¬ 
ties to increase tipping fees and 
implement user-pay strategies 
to more accurately reflect the 
cost of waste disposal and re¬ 
duce the amount of waste dis¬ 
charged. Is making Canada's 
waste problem more visible. 

Waste Is Increasingly appear¬ 
ing as little on city streets, as ear 
wrec ks In farmer’s fields, as Ille¬ 
gal dump sites at the end of cul- 
de-sacs, and as bags of trash 
along highways. In an attempt 
to come to grips with the prob¬ 
lem. communities are adopting 
programs which Involve citizens 
In reducing, properly disposing 
and cleaning up waste. 

"Many communities realize 
that Involvlngeitlzens In a clean¬ 
up during PITCH-IN WEEK Is 
only a first step. The second 
step Is to Involve them on an 
ongoing basis." adds Ballhom. 
'We have to encourage waste 
reduction, reusing, composting 
and, where feasible, recycling. 
Waste generated In each home 
must also be properly handled 
so that It doesn't become litter." 

Organizers of 1993 PITCH-IN 
WEEK expect that hundreds of 
thousands of Canadians will 
respond to the campaign's 
theme, "Cleaning Up the World 
Starts at Home", by pitching In 
to help solve waste management 
problems In their eommunlly. 

In 1992 ckxse to 6.000 PITCH- 
IN WEEK projects took place In 
more than 1.000 communities 
across the country. More than 
2,500 volunteer coordinators 
supervised the efforts of 1.7 
million participants. 

"Volunteers clean up waste, 
organize composting and recy¬ 
cling projects. plant trees, mount 
displays in shopping malls and 
take part In a host of other ac- 


tlvlt les to make us all more aware 
that we need to do more to re¬ 
solve waste disposal problems." 
Ballhom said. 

While stressing that grass¬ 
roots action and participation Is 
critical. PITCH IN WEEK organ¬ 
izers applaud rec ent moves by 
governments and Industry to 
participate In. and to set goals 
lor. waste reduction programs. 

"It's important, for example, 
that retailers examine how they 
can divert waste and become 
Involved In recycling." says 
Ballhom. adding that SAVE-ON- 
FOODS Is an example of a lead¬ 
ing western Canadian food store 
which has taken act Ion on waste. 

SAVE ON-FOODS stores 
have Initiated In-store solid 
waste recycling programs and 
appointed In-store recyellng 
clerks who. In addition to coor¬ 
dinating the store's recyellng 
efforts, are also available as a 
resource for customers who have 
environmental questions. 

The stores, on average, divert 
600 met rte tonnes of solid waste 
per month and they've recycled 
more than 11,260 metrle tonnes 
of waste since January. 1990. 

The efforts of the National 
Task Force on Packaging, whose 
target Is to reduce packaging 
waste by 50% In the year 2000 
Is also a move In the right direc¬ 
tion, "says Ballhom. adding that 
packaging represents 50% of 
municipal solid waste and each 
Canadian family produces an 
estimated one tonne of packag¬ 
ing waste each year. 

Packaging Is also a major 
component of the litter which 
mars urban, rural and wilder¬ 
ness areas. Whether thought¬ 
lessly littered by an outdoor 
enthusiast orscattered by a resi¬ 
dent who didn’t properly con¬ 
tainerize his waste on garbage 
pick-up day. litter Is often per¬ 
sistent. a potential hazard for 
wildlife and a blight on the land¬ 
scape. 

Even though reducing and 
managing waste takes time and 
effort. PITCH-IN WEEK organiz¬ 
ers point tostatlstk s which show 
that effective waste management 
and litter control programs re¬ 
duce or avoid costs for local 
communities. 


Change in venue 

Budgets are shrinking in all directions and the Canadian Red Cross is not exempt. Blood 
donor clinics will no longer be held in Didsburg but the Red Cross hopes donors will be able 
to attend Olds for upcoming clinics. The next one will be held at the Olds Legion, Tuesday, March

"Cleaning up dump sites and 
city streets cost taxpayers mil¬ 
lions of dollars each year. This Is 
money which could be more 
productively spent on Improv¬ 
ing a community's other basic 
services." 

In 1992 participants in 
PITCH IN WEEK donated more 
than $50 million In labour to 
help clean-up their local com¬ 
munities and Canada’s environ¬ 
ment. Even though It's clear that 
PITCH-IN WEEK continues to 
be a success, organizers hope 
that the need for the week will 
decrease as Canadians begin to 
address the litter problem be¬ 
fore It gets out of hand.

Performers from Airdrie. 
Crossfleld. Carstalrs. Dldsbury, 
Olds. Bowden. Innlsfall, and 
parttclpanls from Reed Ranch 
and Midway Schools helped 
make the Olds and District 
Klwanls Music Festival a suc¬ 
cess for the tenth straight year. 

In the Speech Arts por¬ 
tion. three participants per¬ 
formed at the ‘Distinction’ level: 
Kyla Thompson of Innlsfall. for 
recitation of an original poem. 
Anita Mlchlel of Innlsfall, for her 
performance of a scene from 
‘Our Hearts Were Young And 
Gay’, and Marltss Weber of 
Bowden, for her performance of 
a scene from Shakespeare's The 
Winter's Tale'.

'They give a written evalu¬ 
ation of what they’ve seen and 
assign marks but they function 
more as teachers.” Weber says. 
"They work with the kids on 
thelrpresentatlon. helptngthem 
polish It. Improve it. Overall we 
try to keep the event as non¬ 
competitive as possible. Schol¬ 
arships are given out. but there 
are no first, second and third 
prizes. Basically the idea is to 
downplay the competitive side. 
We want to encourage talented 
kids to continue.” 

The top participants will 
carry on after the Festival to 
perform at the Provincial level at 
the Alberta Association of Music 
Festivals which Is scheduled to 
run In Red Deer In June. 

In addition to scholar¬ 
ships there Is a trophy awarded 
to participants who 'fall through 
the cracks' yet demonstrate ex¬ 
cellence which would not other¬ 
wise be recognized. Past win¬ 
ners of this award Include a 
choir from the Horizon school 
who took home the trophy two 
years ago. and last year's win 
ner.

Crop insurance assessment announced 


. As part of a plan to safeguard 
Canada's valuable agricultural 
resource base. Agriculture Min¬ 
ister Charles Mayer announced 
last week an environmental as¬ 
sessment of the Crop Insurance 
Program. 

The study Is part of the fed¬ 
eral government's ongoing envi¬ 
ronmental assessment of farm 
safety net programs. The as¬ 
sessment also fulfils responsi¬ 
bilities under the 1991 Farm 
Income Protection Act and the 
federal/provlnclal crop Insur¬ 
ance agreements. The legisla¬ 
tion calls for an environmental 


assessment within two years of 
any safety net agreement com¬ 
ing Into force, and subsequent 
assessments every five years. 

The assessment, 
will be done in con 
sultation with the 
provincial govern 
ments and farm 
groups 

"Thts assessment follows 
through on the commitment by 


governments and Industry to 
ensure programs operate In a 
manner which protect the land 
and environment." Mayer said. 

"It Is fundamental to the se¬ 
curity of future generations of 
Canadians that compatibility 
between Industry and the envi¬ 
ronment Is assured," the Minis¬ 
ter added. 

The assessment will be done 
In consultation with the provin¬ 
cial governments and farm 
groups. Environmental organi¬ 
zations will also have the oppor¬ 
tunity for Input. The process 
will consist of a statistical study

. “Sometimes If an animal 
Is really 111. I'll take It home with 
me. but It's nothing like It used 
to be. 1 used to take them down¬ 
stairs and put them In the bath¬ 
room and shut the door."Wright 
said. “Bl’alrwas neversure what 
he'd find when he went In there." 

One 'surprise discovery' 
was an ROMP guard dog which 
Wright remembers was “a gen¬ 
tle dog. but he was well Into his 
attack training". 

“It was a Friday night.' 
Blair remembered. “Cathy was 
going to be out. so I went out 
after work with the boys for a 
few beers In Olds. We live In 
Bowden, so by the time 1 got 
home. It was definitely time to 
hit the bathroom. I opened the 
door and out Jumps this big 
German Shepherd! I don't have 
her sense of animals, so at the 
first sign of trouble. I’ll go hide. 
She's never been bit by any of 
her patients-1 have.” 

“He opened the door and 
the dog ran out right at him.” 
Wright related. “He went Into 
the bathroom, locked himself In 
and watted for me to come 
home.” 

“Another one of her pa¬ 
tients made a lasting Impres¬ 


sion’.” Blair noted wryly. “It was 
a cat and It ripped all the wall 
paper off the bathroom wall. I 
left It there for quite a while, 
kind of as a 'reminder' of Its 
visit, but I finally fixed It two or 
three years later." 

Working with animals 
comes naturally to Wright and 
Is something she has wanted to 
do since she was a teenager. 

“Animals can’t tell you 
what hurts or why they're slek. 
You have examine the animal 
and put It all together, be a 
diagnostician. Pets become very 
dear to their owners. Often they’ll 
respond with the same feelings 
as the parents of a sick child. 
The two biggest things I find, are 
caring for the animals and hav¬ 
ing empathy for their owners." 

Though he admits some 
surprises are less welcome than 
others. Blair Wright nonethe¬ 
less enjoys the Interesting events 
that happen to those who live 
with veterinarians. 

“Her work with raptors, 
birds of prey. Is very Interest¬ 
ing.” Blair said. “I really enjoy 
the diversity of animals we get to 
see. We had a little fawn at the 
house one time, and once a per¬ 
son brought over a moose In the 
back of a van. It filled tip the 


entire van. Our son was really 
Impressed by that- so was I. 
actually. It doesn’t happen so 
mueh now that Cathy's moved 
the practice out of our home, 
but neighborhood kids will 
sometimes bring over wounded 
robins, all manner of lost, wan¬ 
dering creatures, because they 
know Cathy Is a vet and we're 
expected to do something about 


Dr. Wright's love of ani¬ 
mals Is something shared by 
her whole family. When asked If 
they did go ahead and “do some¬ 
thing about It”, Blair responded 
without hesitation: "Well, of 
course!”

Albertosaurus, I presume 


Joseph Burr Tyrrell comes 
face to face with a dinosaur 


understanding of the "commu¬ 
nity" of dinosaurs, and scien¬ 
tific examinations of ancient lay¬ 
ers of rock may one day lead to 
a final understanding of why the 
dinosaurs disappeared. 

Today, the Royal Tyrrell Mu¬ 
seum of Palaeontology In Dino¬ 
saur Provincial Park In 
Drumheller. Alberta, pursues 
the work Joseph Burr Tyrrell 


Dinosaur remains had been 
unearthed In Western Canada 
before, but as Tyrrell explored 
the valley he recognized that 
nothinglike thlsdinosaurgrave- 
yard had ever been found. 

One memorable day. Tyrrell 
looked the ancient past directly 
In the face. Slxty-nlne years later, 
at the age of 95. he recounted 
the dramatic confrontation. 

"I was climbing up a steep 
face about 400 feet (120 metres) 
high. 1 stuck my head around a 
point and there was this skull 
leering at me, sticking right out 
of the ground. 11 gave me a fright." 

Tyrrell had found the first 


skull of Albertosaurus. 

To date, the skeletal remains 
of more than 475 dinosaurs have 
been recovered from the barren 
valley walls of the Red Deer River. 

Although the word dinosaur 
stems from Greek words mean¬ 
ing "terrible lizard ”, recent ad¬ 
vances In technology have led 
scientists to speculate that un¬ 
like reptiles, the dinosaurs may 
have been warm-blooded crea¬ 
tures more closely linked to ani¬ 
mals and birds than lizards and 
crocodiles. 

Dinosaur "nests." fossilized 
eggs and the remains of baby 
dinosaurs have furthered our 


started 109 years ago. when he 
took Albertosaurus' skull out of 
the badlands on the back of a 
buckboard wagon and gave It to 
the world.

Alberta Badlands. 1884 - 
Who were the "Grandfathers of 
the Buffalo?" 

If you knew that the Plains 
Indians considered dinosaurs 
to be the forebearers of the buf¬ 
falo. you may also know 25 spe¬ 
cies of dinosaur mysteriously 
ended their reign over large ar¬ 
eas of Saskatchewan. Alberta 
and British Columbia at the end 
of the Mesozoic age 65 million 
years ago. 

In fact, one of those prehis¬ 
toric "Grandfathers" bears the 
name of the province In which 
Its mortal remains were discov¬ 
ered. 

It Is called Albertosaurus and 
It was a close cousin to the most 
fearsome of all dinosaurs, the 
carnivorous Tyrannosaurus. 
Scientists estimate that 
Albertosaurus may have jyown 
up to 9 metres long and weighed 
as much as two tonnes. 

The fossilized remains of 
Albertosaurus were discovered 
In 1884 by a young Canadian 
geologist and explorer named 
Joseph Burr Tyrrell. At 25. he 
worked for the Canadian Geo¬ 
logical Survey, whose Job it was 
to map the vast territories of 
Canada In the last century. 

Tyrrell and hlsasslstant|fere 
paddling their canoe be$Men 
the steep banks of the Rcdpcrr 
River, south of Drumhcgjjv In 
southern Alberta. In the layers 
of ancient rock, the g»'^fcMlst 
found seams of will, 
outcroppings of one of thflferg- 
est coal deposits in flSrth 
America. 

On the morning of JtJH 9, 
1884. Tyrrell set off on h lsfipial 
routine of examining thlHvcr 
banks when a peculiar (wc 
substance sticking out froKthe 
valley wall caught his attejAm. 

He scaled the steep slop|yd, 
with mounting exclteme^B he 
began to clear away tht^llrt. 
Using his hare hands arjfthls 
geologist's hammer, he gdtf u- 
ally uncovered the first of aianv 
fossilized bones.

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Farmer mixes business 
with pleasure

The fishermen are really par¬ 
ticular.” 

Howard, a fisherman for 
hobby, recently took a course In 
fly-tying and Is learning more 
about what It lakes to make 
these lures to help out his busi¬ 
ness. While the majority of his 
hackles are sold to fisherman, 
some of the neck and saddle 
skin pieces are also shipped to 
the Netherland and Denmark 
for waH decorations. 

Some of the market Howard 
sells to Includes manufacturers 
who buy the feathers In North 
America, ship them to Ghana or 
China where they are bulk pro¬ 
duced and then ship them back 
to sell to the fishing market. 
Some of the serious sport fish¬ 
ermen also buy direct. He said 
that market stems more from 
the passion for the fly-fishing 
sport. 

"I think a lot of people get 
hooked on It because you tie 
your own fly and then you catch 
a fish on It. It’s a real feeling of 
pride." 

While the I toward s business 
Is still relatively small, they are 
predicting an Increase In busi¬ 
ness over the next few years. 


A Dldsbury area farmer has 
taken to mixing his business 
with sport by diversifying Into 
hackle raising. 

John Howard, who operates 
a traditional mixed farmlngbusl- 
ness east or Dldsbury. has re¬ 
cently begun raising chickens, 
turkeys and pheasant for the 
fly-tying Industry. 

"I was looking to get diversi¬ 
fied from our regular farming 
activities." Howard said. “So I 
bought I his business from a guy 
about a year ago. He had started 
to tie flies as a sport himself and 
then discovered he could raise 
the birds himself." 

Besides the turkeys and 
pheasants, the kind of birds 
i toward and his wife Bonny now 
raise are Grizzles and Natural 
Blacks. The feathers from these 
birds grow long and narrow, 
perfect for sport fishermen to 
use In making their own lures 
for fly-fishing. To his knowledge, 
I loward Is the only hackle raiser 
In Canada. 

“You have to raise the right 
kind of birds and It Is very com¬ 
petitive.” he said. “We have our 
own secret way of raising them 
to get the feat hers the right way. 


Fowl diversification 

Didsbury farmer John Howard u>as looking for a way to vary his farming business when 
he stumbled on the idea of raising birds for the fly-tying industry. Houxird has started out with 
Grizzles, Natural Blacks, turkeys and pheasants, all with the feather structure most desired 
by fly-fisherman who create their own lures. 


“Part of the problem right now 
Is Just educating the people that 
Canada has a good product. 


because most of the market Is In 
the IJ.S.." he said. “But we plan 
to get the word out and we see 


things growing. Fishermen are 
always looking for the newest 
thing for their lures.”

and a bit to Ottawa Itself. The 
result will be lower grain prices 
and land values. The Alberta 
Liberal Party opposes this ad 
hoe approach to the problem 
before we ever know GATTs fi¬ 
nal rulings because It would 
lower the net Income of our pro¬ 
ducers at a time when they can 
111 afford It. The recently an¬ 
nounced 10%cutback InWGTA 
funding by the Kleln-endorsed 
Conservative government In Ot¬ 
tawa will result In $2 /tonne less 
for the producer In the coming 
crop year. 

The Conservative government 
In Alberta Is showing little re¬ 
spect for Ihe grain producers of 
this province by continuing to 
advocate policies that will lower 
grain prices. We have the ability 
to have both of our major sec¬ 
tors. grains and llvestix’k. pros¬ 
per without pitting Ihe Interests 
of one against the other. We, In 
(his province, produce about 17 
million tonnes of grain and 
oilseeds annually and consume 
about 5 million tonnes. We are 
therefore a major supplier to the 
Canadian ports of export com¬ 
modities. The health of Ihe grains 
Industry Is now In question, 
because the International trade 


war has had a much greater 
Impact on grain prices than the 
much acclaimed distortion 
caused by the transportation 
subsidy. 

The position of the Alberta 
Liberal Party Is that the GATT 
agreement be signed prior to 
any dismantling of a major Act 
such as the WGTA. The GATT 
negotiations are trying to re¬ 
duce subsidies from the levels 
In place between 1986-90 which 
are the years when the Special 
Grains payments were made. It 
Is up to each country to deter¬ 
mine which programs should 
be reduced to comply with the 
agreement. Yet, we appear to
